The $128,800,000 L.os An-
geles City school bond build-
ing program and tax ceiling
increase, which will be on
the June 5 primary election
ballot, will be known as Pro-
positions A, B, C, it was an-
nounced today by Superin-
tendent of Schools Jack P,
Crowther,

The superintendent stated
the funds represented by the
requests are needed for ex-
pansion of classroom facili-
ties and to cover operating
expenses in the district’s
more than 580 schools.

Approval of Proposition A
will allow the investment of
$104.8 million for student fa-
cilities in the lL.os Angeles
Unified School Districte
eovering elementary and
junior and senior high
schools and adult education
schools,

The remainder of the
bond issue, which will be
covered by Proposition B,
will provide for expansion of
Los Angeles’ junior. college
system, This phase totals $24
million.

The 60-cent increase in the
tax ceiling, which is Propo-
sition C on the ballot, would
raise the present $2.65 max-
imum to $3.25 on each $100
of assessed property wvalua-
tion. The superintendent
said it would apply only for
expenses in operation of ele-
mentary, junior and senior
high schools. No tax ceiling
increase was recommended |
for the system’s junior col-
leges,

the present enrollment of
675,000 will soar to approxi-
mately 800,000 by 1966-67.
“These funds represent a
‘rock bottom’ program of
classroom construction in or-
der to accommodate the
throngs of new students who
(will be entering our schools
during the next five years,”
